JAIL, BAIL PLANS 


OF IMPROVEMENT 


They Will Consider Rec- 
ommendations to Bet- 
ter Conditions, Elimi- 
nate Improper Pro- 
cedures. 


Recommendations made by St. 
Louis county’s grand jury for 
improving conditions in the jail 
and eliminating improper bail 
bond procedures in the sheriff's 
office will be considered next 
week by the county’s circuit 
judges, the Post-Dispatch was 
told today. 

In a sharply-worded report, 


the grand jury yesterday charged 
that: 


Some deputy sheriffs have 
received kickbacks from 
bondsmen for soliciting busi- 
ness from prisoners. 


Favortism has been shown 
for two professional bondsmen 
by the sheriff's office. 

Filed Illegally. 

Many bonds filed in the 
sheriff's office have been exe- 
cuted in “a highly irregular 
and illegal manner.” 
General qualifications of 
bondsmen are not checked, 
and sureties are allowed to 
sign bonds totaling much more 
than their net worth. 


Buying of food for prisoners 
and jail employes is con- 
ducted “in a most inefficient 
and disorganized manner.“ 

An insufficient number of 
— is employed at the 
jail. 

Hardened criminals are fre- 
quently kept in the same cells 
with youthful first offenders. 

The jury’s recommendations, 
made in a pertial report to Cir- 
cuit Judge Noah Weinstein, will 
be considered by the county’s 
circuit judges either in their 
general term meeting Monday 
or at an en banc session of the 
court Friday. 


Agrees With Recommendation. 


Presiding Judge Franklin Fer- 
riss said he agrees fully with 
the jury’s recommendation for 
reactivation of the Jail Advis- 
ory Committee, a six-member 
citizens’ group consisting of 
three Democrats and three Re- 
publicans, which has not been | 
active for more than a year. 

The duties of the advisory 
committee would be te check 
on all aspects of the jail's oper- 
ation and to make recommen- 
dations to the County Council 
or other officials having juris- 
diction over the institution. 

Richard James, the county 
jailer, said he would also like 
to see the advisory board func- 
tioning again. James concurred 
in the jury’s suggestions for 
more guards and additional cells, 
but disagreed with the findings 
on food purchases and storage. 

In its criticsm of the sheriff's 
office regarding bonds and 
bondsmen, the grand jury said 
95 per cent of the bonds exe- 
cuted through Sheriff Arthur C. 
Mosley’s office last year were 
by only two men, although there 
are six or more duly qualified 
professional bondsmen practicing 
in the county. The report did 
not name the men. 

Roy T. Graham, Edward Ma- 
r<x and Robert Gass, profes- 
sional bondsmen, were charged 
with perjury in indictments 
voted by the grand jury in Feb- 
ruary during an inquiry into bail 
bond practices. 

Showed ‘Favoritism.’ 


“The sheriff's office has here- 
tofore shown an obvious favor- 
itism for one or two professional 
bondsmen, who would almost al- 
ways be called by the deputy 
booking a prisoner when the 
prisoner knew of no private 
property owner to sign his 
bond,“ the report said. 

“The grand jury learned of 
several instances where the dep- 
uty actually discouraged a pris- 
oner from hiring a certain 
bondsman and called another in- 
stead.” 

Referring to kickbacks, the 
report stated: “The grand jury 
is satisfied that certain deputy 
sheriffs have received kickbacks 
or remuneration from profes- 
sional bondsmen for soliciting 
business from arrested prisoners. 

‘Undesirable Practice.’ 


“While the acceptance of this 
money does not appear to vio- 
late any law, it is certainly an 
undesirable practice because it 
creates an alliance between the 
bondsman and the law-enforcing 
authorities, whereas the latter

The jail presently has only 
one guard on each of three eight- 
hour shifts. The grand jury 
recommended that three addi- 
tional guards be hired, so two 
men would be on duty at all 
times. Sheriff Mosley asked the 
St. Louis County Council in a 
letter March 21 for three more 
jail guards, but the request was 
turned down. 

Wife Serves as Matron. 

Besides Jailer James, the 
other jail employes are his wife, 
who serves as matron, and a 
cook. 

James said the Federal Bureau 
of Prisons recommends. one 
guard for each 24 prisoners..The 
average number of inmates in 
the county jail is 100, with only 
one guard on each shift. 

Instead of the present four 
cellblocks, the jail has need of 
seven, James said, agreeing with 
the jury's suggestion for more 
facilities, 

The jailer said that in his 11 
years on the job he has never 
spent more than the 75 cents 
a day allotted for feeding each 
prisoner. He pointed out that 
annually he returns to the coun- 
ty a portion of the $24,000 al- 
lowed for food expenses.

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Are Busses the Only Answer? 

Publie Service Co., the Chamber of Commerce 
and Civſe Progress Ine. believe that public funds 
should be used to build bus turnouts or loading 
platforms at key pojnts along St. Louis’s pro- 
posed new expressways. They have been to Jef- 
ferson City attempting to convert the Missouri 
Highway Commission to this point of view, for 
which there is much to be said.

The expressways 
will be of maximum utility if they can be used 
for both private and public transportation. 

But it is a mistake to think of busses, on ex- 
pressways or on surface streets, as the only an- 
swer to the transit mess, Busses are cramped, 
uncomfortable and, in the rush-hour, ever so 
slow. So long as the bus must compete with the

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A Month to Go

Since the Governor is unlikely to reconvene 
the General Assembly for anything except major 
statewide matters, legislation affecting individual 
communities, important as it may be, will have 
to be processed and passed within the next 30 
days or so. Otherwise there is little chance that 
it will even be considered for another 19 months. 

Where does this leave St. Louis? Not in such 
good shape as it should be. 

For example, the city’s off-street parking pro- 
posals—one permitting it to condemn residential 
property, the other authorizing the use of park- 
ing meter revenues to retire revenue bonds 
havé passed the Senate in weakened form but 
have yet to clear the House. . 

The opposite condition prevails with 
to the measure permitting St. Louis to consoli- 
date its voting precincts so as to make it eco- 
nomically feasible to use voting machines. This 
has passed the House but is still in the Senate. 

The School Board's so-called “unit control” 
bill to simplify and streamline its administration 
in the interest of efficiency is stalled in a House 
committee, and is not likely to budge. This has 
happened so often that it is getting to be a 
habit—a bad habit. 

Legislation to expand and clarify the powers 
of the Bi-State Development Agency is hung up 
in the Senate. An important stand-by bill which 
would have made it clear that St. Louis could 
consolidate through Charter action the 14 spoils- 
system offices. that compose the “county” layer 
of local government is dead. 

While the voting precinct consolidation and’ 
the weakened parking proposals probably will be 
enacted the others could be enacted as well, if 
the St. Louis delegations in House and Senate 
stood up and demanded action. They have not 
been bashful about promoting measures to foist 
unnecessary expenses on city taxpayers. They 
should be equally as bold where reform and 
home rule are concerned. ) 
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New Look at Paid Witnesses 
It may be no more than fairness, yet it -is a 
gain that Attorney General Brownell said in a 
television interview that persons damaged by 


the testimony of a turn-about witness like Har- 
vey Matusow should have a “new chance.” 


This is an advance, we hope, over his request 
for legislation which would automatically con- 
vict a witness if the Government could show that 
he had told conflicting stories—without putting 
the Government under any. obligation to show 
which story was true and which false. Or does 
a “new chance” simply mean that the aggrieved 
party should have the opportunity to prove the 
worth of the testimony in the one instance and 
not the other? 

It is possible that the testimony of a self-con- 
tradicting witness may not have been- decisive 
in a given case. But*the fact remains that the 
Government called him to the stand, indeed, 
paid him to take the stand. In doing so, the 
prosecutor certainly assumed a degree of re- 
sponsibility. It is his function not merely to get 
convictions, but to do his best to see that justice 
is done. ° 

Perhaps the Attorney General should give a 
second thought to the recommendation of his 
partner in the TV interview, Representative 
Kenneth B. Keating (Rep.), N.Y., that the De- 
partment of Justice give up paying for testi- 
mony. Witnesses may be reimbursed for travel 
expenses and the like, but it is repugnant to a 
very fundamental concept of justice that any- 
body should make money by giving testimony— 
whether it be for prosecution or defense. Such 
testimony inevitahly must be under a cloud. 
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Insurance Against Panic 

Would there be panic in American cities in 
event of enemy bombing? It is a definite possi- 
bility unless the people are given “information, 
leadership and a job to do.” With those safe- 
guards there probably would be none. So con- 
cludes the Institute of Life Insurance in a film 
made in co-operation with the Federal Civil De- 
fense Administration. The film has just been 
released for showing around the country. 


This is an aspect of civil defense which too 
few people are thinking of. Because there is no 
defense against the hydrogen bomb except not 
to be where it is dropped, many otherwise 
courageous Americans take the view that all 
civil defense is useless. There are, however, 
satisfactory defenses against deadly fall-out, and, 
given sufficient advance warning, evacuation 
offers a useful defense for some cities. 


But over and above all these considerations 
there is a sufficient reason for civil defense in 
the insurance it offers against panic. Men, 
women and children left planless in the midst 
of disaster could be. of more danger to them- 
selves than even the hydrogen bomb. There 
is nothing to keep one’s mind off oneself like 
having a job that must be done for somebody 
else. 

The citizen who enrolls in his community’s 
civil defense organization takes training, and 
knows how to keep constructively occupied in 
event an attack should ever come, is not merely 
protecting his neighbor. He is protecting him- 
self, against that most dangerous of all chain 
reactions—panic.

The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


It is growing worse and spreading, state conservation official de- 
clares, pne bad day of low water is all it takes to kill fishlife; deter- 
gents are creating new problems; cities cannot continue’ pouring 
more and more untreated sewage into source of domestic supply.

Every year there are increased de- 


mands on domestic water supplies, and 
at the same time the problem of dispos- 
ing of increasing of domestic 
sewage. It becomes 
dent that the sluicing away of untreated 
domestic sewage cannot continue in 
some areas, purely for the reason of its 
complicating and harmful effects u 

domestic water supply. 


The entire surface water area in Mis- 
souri is less than 1 per cent of the 
total area of the state. Thus we have a 
si in which about one-fifth of the 
people éoncentrate their wildlife recrea- 
tion on less than 1 per cent of the area 
of the state. Whether or not some of 
our streams continue to be worthwhile 
recreation areas depends on how muni- 
cipal wastes are ‘ 

Just how bad is pollution in Missouri 
from the wildlife viewpoint? I can as- 
sure you it is one of the toughest prob- 
lems in fisheries management. Possibly 
from the public health int some 
gains are being made, but from the fish- 
eries viewpoint pollution is on the 
march and gaining new areas. 


A survey made late in 1953 shows 
that roughly 1122 miles of 155 different 
streams are polluted. Although all 1122 
miles are not actively polluted all of 
the 4 they represent a serious po- 
tential. 


Fish Killed in 60 Miles of Stream 


These streams occur in 71 of Mis- 
souri’s 114 counties. They show an in- 
crease in mileage of about 200 miles 
since 1949. 

Industrial chemicals, coal mine waste, 
municipal sewage and tiff mine wash 
are the most important causes, in terms 
of miles of stream polluted. During the 
past year 62 investigations were made 
on 52 separate pollution problems. In 15 
years’ time the Conservation Commis- 
sion has made hundreds of investiga- 
tions of pollution problems. 


Pollution is to come in great slugs 
when water volumes are low. One bad 
day is all it takes. 


One bad day was all it took last sum- 
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on Wilson creek flushed sewage from 
the city of Springfield down the James 
river—one of our finest smallmouth 
bass streams. 

Despite the advantages of greater di- 
lution, we seem bent on our 
pollutants beyond the tolerable ts 
of our largest streams.

Here is a reach of river 
that is declining both from commercial 
fishing and recreational viewpoint, yet 
it is an area where we can't keep pace 
with the. needs for outdoor recreational 
opportunities. 

Not only is the volume of waste in- 
creasing but so are its lethal qualities. 
Such simple innovations as detergents 
have created waste handling problems 
for you. They have for us, too. From 
California comes the report that “there 
is increasing evidence that the ordi- 
mary dishpan type of detergent may 
be a first order of poison to aquatic life 
once the residue drains into a stream. 
Ordinary sewage treatment processes ap- 
parently have little effect on detergents. 
Amounts as small as 10 to 20 parts per 
million of water can kill fishlife.“ 


On a Cost-Per-Person Basis 


What about the cost of achieving bet- 
ter treatment of our wastes? I have no- 
ticed a 1948 report that the Illinois 
Health Department estimated the costs 
of a complete sewage treat- 
ment plant averages $15 to $40 per citi- 
zen for a city of 100,000 people. 

That cost per person is less than the 
average fisherman or hunter spends 
for hunting or fishing trips and equip- 
ment. 

I have no doubt that is less than the 
annual cost for most any other average 
person seeking outdoor recreation. 

In some areas of the United States it 
has been chown that the cost of pollu- 
tion control would be more than cov- 
ered by the 82 in travel expenses 
that are incurred recreation seekers 
who have to travel many extra miles to 
seek unpolluted waters. 

So, while some may believe the cost 
is high, it is not too high, and it is 
cheap in comparison with the eventual 
price the country will pay without ade- 
quate control.

This is 
esse what Justice Holmes told the 
City of St. Louis some years ago when 
they sought to prevent Chicago from 
dumping their wastes on them. 

I believe that those municipalities 
which are encouraging industries to 
move in should do so conditionally. 
They should either set waste standards 
for new industries to meet, or be pre- 
pared to cope with the wastes them- 
selves. 

I believe that municipalities should 
sell the idea of comprehensive river 


basin planning 
that include all water interests; plans 
that provide adéquately for them all.

Minnesota U. Man Testi- 
fies Senator’s ‘Notion’ 
of U.N. Plot Is ‘Laugh- 
able.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 
~—Senator Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
clashed yesterday with a witness 
who said Bricker’s “notion” of a 
conspiracy to surrender Ameri- 
can sovereignty to the United 
Nations is “laughable.” 

Flaring up, Bricker told the 
witness, Prof. Charles H. Mc- 
Laughlin of the University of 
Minnesota, “you might as well 
wipe that laugh off your face.” 

He had never “intimated or 
suggested” there vas such a con- 
spiracy, the Senator added. 

McLaughlin, a political scien- 
tist testifying before the Sen- 
ate’s Judiciary subcommittee, 
acknowledged he might have 
misinterpreted a statement 
Bricker made in introducing his 
proposal to change the Constitu- 
tion to limit the federal gov- 
ernment’s treaty-making power. 
But he suggested Bricker go 
back and re-read it. 

Senator’s Repiy. 

The Senator replied that he 
knew what he said and what he 
had in his mind. 

McLaughlin had testified that 
Bricker’s notion was that a con- 
spiracy existed to surrender 
United States sovereignty at a 
UN, charter revision conference 
which may be held next year. 

When Bricker introduced the 
present version of his amend- 
ment last Aug. 5, he said: 

“Those who seek to make the 
United States a mendicant prov- 
ince in some U.N.-operated 
world government are deter- 
mined to destroy the concept of 
national sovereignty. This they 
hope to aceomplish at the U.N. 
charter revision conference in 
1956.” 

McLaughlin did not say spe- 
cifically that he was referring to 
this. Aug. 5 speech, but it 
appeared to be what he had in 
mind. 

The exchange between the 
Senator and the professor 
marked another public hearing 
on the controversial Bricker 
amendment. 

/Before his clash with Brick- 
er, McLaughlin told the Senators 
the amendment would make 
treaty provisions unenforceable 
without the assent of the 48 
states. 

“Obviously no country will 
enter into treaties with the 
United States if our Govern- 
ment has not the power to put 
them into effect,” he said. 

Support for Amendment. 

Support for the amendment 
came yesterday from the Amer- 
ican Legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, while the League 
of Women Voters appeared 
against it. 

Speaking for the Legion, Ray 
Murphy of New York said Brick- 


er's proposal constitutes a nec- ete 


essary minimum safeguard” for 
the preservation of constitutional 
rights. 

Omar B. Ketchum, director of 
the legislative service of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, testi- 
fied that “surely nothing can be 
lost and only freedom will gain” 
by adoption of the Bricker 
amendment. 

Mrs. Oscar M. Reubhausen, 
speaking for the Women Voters,

are ally spiritual,” Meth- 
odist Bishop Ivan Lee Holt said 
this week on his return from a 
six-week tour of the Pacific dur- 
ing which he traveled more than 
30,000 miles by air. 

“We in the United States must 
realize the spiritual nature of 
our problems every step of the 
way in our negotiations, and in 
our counter-thrust against the 
advance of Communism from 
Red China,” Bishop Holt de- 
clared. — 

“Our President has said that 
we can never stop Communism 
by force—a great spiritual move- 
ment to counteract it is essential. 
“A circle with a radius of 5000 
miles with Melbourne as center 
would take in more than half the 
people in the world, with Aus- 
tralians and New Zealanders the 
only Caucasians except for small 
‘numbers here and there,” he 
puinted out. 

“The conference of Asiatic and 
African peoples just concluded 
in Indonesia was of great con- 
cern to Australia and New Zea- 
land, If we understood the sit- 
uation better we would see that 
its decisions should be of great 
concern to us, because thev will 
help to shape the world in 
which our children and grand- 
children live.” 

Bishop Holt, who is president 
of the Methodist World Coun- 
cil, said that the purpose of his 
long journey was “to contact the 
Methodists of Australia and New 
Zealand and bring them closer 
to the heart of world Method- 
ism, and to make our churches 
more definitely conscious of 
their role in international affairs. 
“These two lands (Australia 
and New Zealand) are among the 
few countries in the world where 
you hear appreciative and good 
words of the United States. Our 
peoples are very much alike. 
Twenty years ago when I was 
first in Australia I felt like a 
foreigner in a foreign land. This 
time I felt at home. 

“When my plane stopped in 
the Fiji Islands, I learned that 
90 per cent of the Fijians are 
Methodists. In Tonga, the Queen, 
who nearly stole the show at 
the coronation of Queen Eliza- 
beth, is a Methodist and a Sun- 
day school teacher. 

“The two islands of New Zea- 
land,” Bishop Holt said, “are 
the same size as the British 
Isles. The people often refer 
to the ‘perfect society’ in New 
Zealand because they have had 
for 50 years the social services 
we are just now getting in the 
United States—social security, 


“Australia is the size of the 
United States, with some great 
cities.”

It was named the 
Paul O. Whittle Building in 
memory of the pastor who died 
in a service at the church on 
Christmas eve, 1953. ;

REACHES JUBILEE

Msgr. George J. Hildner, V. F., 
noted pastor of St..John’s Cath- 
olic Church, Gildehaus, Mo., and 
a former St. Louis priest, will 
celebrate his golden jubilee as a 
priest Tuesday, May 10. 

Msgr. Hildner is nationally 
known for his work on behalf 
of Missouri rural life. He was 
one of the organizers of the Na- 


ference, and was its first treas- 
urer. He has been pastor of the 
rural parish in Franklin county 
since 1934. 

Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter, 
several bishops, and between 200 
and 300 priests are expected to 
attend the jubilee celebration. 

Msgr. Hildner was born near 
Carlyle, Ill., in 1881, and his 
family came to St. Louis when 
he was 6 years old. He attended 
parochial school here, and was 
graduated from St. Francis Col- 
lege, Quincy, III., in 1901, taking 
his master’s -degree there the 
next year. He was ordained to 
the priesthood in 1905 at St. 
Francis Seminary, near Milwau- 
kee, Wis., and assigned to the 
St. Louis archdiocese. 

Msgr. Hildner was assistant 
pastor of Holy Trinity Church, 
St. Louis, from 1905 to 1915, 
then served as pastor of Holy 
Rosary Church, Claryville, Mo., 
until he was appointed to St. 
John’s parish, 

His leadership in soil conser- 
vation is famous. It took a strug- 
gle of many years for this priest 
from the city to convert the hill 
farmers of Franklin county from 
wheat and corn to pasture, dairy- 
ing, beef and hog raising. In 
1942 he was awarded the first 
“Master Conservationist” medal 
in the state by the Conservation 
Commission. In 1947 the rural 
life conférence gave him a 
bronze plaque for his service as 
the “outstanding clergyman of 
America” in rural life.
